noyed. David honoured Sal,though by God reproved, though 
moſt unjuſtly his ſworn enemy. St. Marrice, St. Sebaſtian, St. 
George, and thouſands more fought under Infidel Emperors, 
and obeyed their orders in all things belonging to Principa- 
lity, when it did not intrench on the worſhip of the true God. 
Julian, ſays St. Aguſtin, fell from a Chriſtian Prince to be an 
Infidel, an Apoſtate, and Idolater ; Chriſtian Souldiers fol- 
lowed the Imperial Banners of the Pagan : When the cauſe 
of Chriſt was controverted, they knew but' him ; that is in 
Heaven : if he ordered them to excurr into that Province, to 
fight againit that Enemy, to ſtorm that City, he was exactly 
obeyed ; only when the worſhip of a Statue, the adoration of 
an Idol, the burning of Frankincenſe to the Marble Gods was 
commanded,, then did they ' diſtinguiſh the Everlaſting Lord 
from the Temporal ; Readite que ſunt Caſar;s Ceſari. | 

This ſubordination of Inferiors to Superiors, this correſ- 
pondence of Subjects to their Princes, is not only Divine Or- 
cdination, as'l have proved, but the dictates of very nature re- 
monſtranced-in the ſenſible and inſenfible creatnres : The bo- 
dy anſwers the motion of the Soul, the Head rules the limbs 
of the body, the Heavenly bodies do command the earthly, 
ſo the Moon preſides over the moiſt, the Stars over the vege- 
table, the Sun as King over carth and Stars. In the ſenſible 
creatures you will ſee the flocks of Cranes follow one leader, 
the Bees wait-on their fair King, and at the trumpets ſignal 
attend his motion to fally from the cittadel of the Hive, and 
with drawn ſwords of ſtings, and fails of wings, they follow 
him to plunder the beauty of the Gardens, the ornament of 


the fields, the luſter of the flowers, the bloſſomed dreſs of the 
trees, the gold of the roſe, the filver of the lilly, the purple of 


the-violet, to ſuck the thyme, to prey on the tulip, to rob the 
ſaffron, to plant a new colony, or conquer new territories.

his loins, (fo does St. Jerome tranſlate, but the Engliſh verſion 
has grey hound) a Ram, and a King, whom there 1s no re- 
ſiſting : ſuch ought to be our obedience to our Soveraign Ru- 
ler, as Is afforded by the irrational creatures to their noble 
Prince the Lion, by the innocent Hens to their vigilant Lea- 
der, by the white flock to their Head. From this obligation 
{prings, that by all the Orthodox Dotftors, the honour, wor- 
ſhip and obedience due to Princes, is commanded in that pre- 
cept of the Decalogue, wherein we are ordered to honour our 
Father and Mother, and that ſo poſitively, that there are ca- 
ſes wherein our duty tells us we muſt rebel againſt thoſe that 
'begot us, fo ſtick to thoſe that rule us, and deny our Father to 
own our King. 

Whence we mult infer, that the leaſt ſtir of tumult or re- 
bellion againſt the Prince is reluCtant to all the Ordinances of 
Heaven, is an abortive product of Hell againſt the pure di- 
Ctates of nature, and praCtice of the creatures.both ſenſible 
and inſenſible : No pretence can authorize an inſurrection, 
no excuſe can qualihe a revolt, no miſgovernment can juſtify 
the attempt to the Crown. Saul fought that fatal Battel with 
the Phili/tins, wherein he forfeited Son's, Kingdom and Life. 
A young Slip of Amaleck brought David the tidings of his enc- 
71jcs defeat along with his Crown, 7 ſtood on him, ſays he, at 
his own reque#F, to put him out of pain, becauſe be was run thorough 
with his lance pa#t recovery, and I took the Crown that was on his 
head: David ordered him immediately to be killed, For what, 
I pray, ſo hard a ſentence ? for condeſcending to eaſe a dying 
man, for putting him, at his own intreaty, out of torture, for 
helping the feebleneſs of his pulſe, that could not ſtrike home. 
St. Peter Damanus thinks that was not the reaſon, Amalecites, 
dum diadema ſe de capite bellantis abſtuliſſe confingit, gladio Da- 
vid percuſſus jateriit, he was killed by Davia becauſe he med- 
Jed with the Crown ; there is no excuſe for fingering with the 
Diadem, no circumſtances can warrant the -leaſt violence a- 
gainſt the Royal Dignity : The Gemms of the Crown are ſo 
many ſtars guarding the temples of the'Prince, but ſo many 
thundcrbolts in the hands of the ſubje ; the Diadem-is' an
